THE TEN-MILE STEEPLECHASE AT HALLAM. 


Ow Saturday afternoon the Hallam Foot-ball Club was formally opened for 
the present season by a great ten-mile steeplechase. For some hours previous 
to the commencement of the race the road from Sandygate as far as Redmires, 
as also many of the adjoining fields, were thronged with spectators, all of 
whom were anxious to obtain a good view of the pedestrians. 
It was computed that there were upwards of 1,500 persons 
present on the occasion. There was also a small sprinkling 
of ladies present, and a number of gentlemen on horseback, 
amongst whom we noticed Edward Vickers, Esq., Captain 
T. Vickers, T. Jeffcock, Esq., and S. Newbould, Esq. In 
the morning the weather was delightfully fine, and the sun 
shone brilliantly, but in the afternoon its TayS were ob- 
scured, and the ominous and gloomy appearance of the 
clouds gave rise to apprehensions that the pleasures of the 
day would be marred. Fortunately, however, a slight breeze 
arose, and, although the dim aspect of the horizon remained 
unchanged, no rain descended. There were five prizes open 
for competition. The first prize was a handsome silver cup, 
presented by Councillor Hawksley; the second prize was 2 
sliver-plated and elegantly-chased goblet, presented by Mr, 
Charles Stringer; the third prize was a splendid morocco 
case of razors, presented by Mr. John Pitchford,and a pair of 
carvers with silver handles, presented by Mr. Frank War- 
burton, of Broomhill; the fourth prize was a very elegant 
case of scissors, given by Mr. James Reed; the fifth prize, 
a pair of carvers with silver handles, was also given by Mr.

The Boy’s 
opponent was apprised of the Boy's vulnerable points of attack, and posted in 
many little matters that might contribute to tho suecess of Sayers, Thus 
tramnicled by the machinations of enemies at home, and chased from point to 
point by superior numbers in a strange country, it was not surprising that the 
Amcrican people had fears of the result. But Heenan—conscious of his own 
strength and ability to contend successfully in a fair contest with the best man 
Inelatid could produce—was not to be thwarted from his purpose by the lies 
and inventions of his New York enemies, and kept on the even tenor of his 
way, attending to his owa business, and, by strategical movements, foiling his 
adversaries abroad.
